one-ton dump truck with the proceeds to be applied to the purchase price. 


The motion was made by Paul Goundrey and seconded by Sylvia Paxton. After some discussion 
was had, a paper ballot was requested. 147 ballots cast, Yes - 50 and No - 97. The article was 
defeated.

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of six thousand dollars ($6,000) for 
construction of a roof over the east exit and over the south emergency exit of the Selectmen’s 
Office and Police Department.

A motion was made by Kara Perry and seconded by Steven Bilski that we consider Article 13 at 
this time. A voice vote in the affirmative was taken. 


ARTICLE 13: (By Petition) 

To see if the Town will vote to authorize and direct the Board of Selectmen to enter into a inter- 
municipal agreement by and among the towns of Orford, Lyme, Hanover, Enfield, Springfield, 
Newbury, New London and Sunapee, to create a non-profit corporation to develop a broadband 
communications network, in accordance with RSA 53-A. 


The motion was made by David Perry and seconded by Steven Bilski. After some discussion was 
made, an amendment was made by Paul Goundrey and seconded by Joseph Arcolio. 


To see if the Town will vote to enter into a inter-municipal agreement by and among the Towns 
of Orford, Lyme, Hanover, Enfield, Springfield, Newbury, New London, and Sunapee, to create 
a non-profit corporation to develop a broadband communications network, in accordance with 
RSA 53-A provided there’s no financial obligations necessary that will be raised through taxes, 
this year or in the future. 


After some more discussion a voice vote was taken on the amended motion in the affirmative. 
The amended article was passed. 


ARTICLE 6: 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of two thousand three hundred 
dollars ($2,300) to participate in the Upper Valley Lake Sunapee Regional Planning Commission 
collection of household hazardous waste in Lebanon, NH. 


The motion was made by Carl Cassel and seconded by Paul Goundrey. A voice vote was taken in 
the affirmative. The article passed. 


ARTICLE 7: 
To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of one thousand dollars ($1,000) to 
be deposited into the Tree Care and Replenishment expendable Trust Fund. 


The motion was made by Paul Goundrey and seconded by John Bouzoun. A voice vote was 
taken in the affirmative. The article passed. 


ARTICLE 8: 
To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of three hundred fifty dollars 
($350) for maintenance of the Rivendell Trail. 


The motion was made by Carl Cassel and seconded by Paul Goundrey. A voice vote was taken in 
the affirmative. The article passed. 


ARTICLE 9: 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of five thousand dollars ($5,000) 
from interest in the Lenore Niles Trust Fund for the purpose of planting trees on town-owned 
property, improving community facilities and sponsoring organizations or individuals of Orford 
with financial aid for opportunities that otherwise might be unattainable. 


The motion was made by Paul Goundrey and seconded by Paul Dalton. A voice vote was taken 
in the affirmative. The article passed . 


ARTICLE 10: 

To see if the Town will vote to instruct the Selectmen to disallow any assessing company or any 
other entity, including the town, to place any part or portion of the Orford Taxpayers property tax 
card records on the internet. This would include names and addresses, location, valuations, 
layouts, diagram and photos of buildings, lot size or anything else found on a tax card for having 
to do with a taxpayer’s property valuation in Orford. 


The motion was made by Thomas Thomson and seconded by Paul Goundrey. After some 
discussion the article was amended by Thomas Thomson and seconded by Paul Dalton. 


To see if the Town will vote to instruct the Selectmen to disallow the Town or any assessing 
company employed by them to place any part or portion of the Orford Taxpayers property tax 
card records on the internet. This would include names and addresses, location, valuation, layout, 


diagrams and photo of buildings, lot sizes or anything else found on a tax card for having to do 
with a taxpayer’s property valuation in Orford. 


After some more discussion a paper ballot was requested. 113 ballots were cast Yes - 44 No — 69 
The article was defeated. 


ARTICLE 11: 

Shall we adopt the provisions of RSA 35-B:2, II to create a Recreation Revolving Fund to 
acquire and expend funds for the establishment, development, equipping and operation of a 
recreation park. This revolving fund is non-lapsing and is not considered part of the municipality 
general surplus. The treasurer has custody of the monies and shall pay out monies only upon 
order of the governing body or other designated board and only for the purposes for which the 
fund is established. 


The motion was made by Paul Goundrey and seconded by Carl Cassel. A voice vote was taken in 
the affirmative. The article passed. 


The Ballot Box was closed at 9:30 pm. The Supervisors of the Checklist and Ballot Clerks 
proceeded to count the ballots for the elected Town Officers. 


ARTICLE 12: (By Petition) 

To see if the Town will vote to allow the Orford Conservation Commission to spend up to a total 
of $5,000, within a current budget year, out of the Current Use penalty Tax Account with a 
property public hearing. The Orford Conservation Commission may spend over $5,000 from the 
Current Use Penalty Change Tax Account only if the Orford voters first vote to approve a 
request from the Conservation Commission. This vote would be scheduled at a regular meeting 
or a special town meeting duly warned. 


The motion was made by Chase Kling and seconded by Jim McGoff. Then Tom Thomson 
amended the article and seconded by Ludlow Flower. 


The Orford Citizens request the Orford Conservation Commission to notice the taxpayers by a 
Box holder for a public hearing whenever the Conservation Commission proposes to spend more 
than $10,000 out of the Conservation Fund Account. 


Carl Schmidt proposed to pass over the article. After some more discussion Heidi Wilson stated 
that she had attended a Selectmen’s Meeting and she thought the Selectmen wanted to pass over 
article. Terry Harwood called the question. Tom Thomson then asked the Selectmen if it was 
true that they wanted to pass over the article. The Selectmen agreed that that was what they 
wanted to do. Tom withdrew his amendment. A voice vote was taken on the ordinary article 
which was defeated. The article was defeated. 


ARTICLE 14: 
To hear the reports of Agents, Auditors and Committees heretofore chosen and to pass any vote 
relating thereto. 


As there were no reports, Paul Goundrey made a motion to pass over the article and it was 
seconded by Paul Dalton. 


ARTICLE 15: 
To transact any other business that may legally come before said meeting.

BUDGET ADVISORY COMMITTEE 


The Budget Committee has worked with the Selectmen and Administrative Assistant again this 
year during budget review meetings, and the public Budget hearing. 


Warrant Articles 2 through 12 to raise and appropriate money, if all passed will yield a total 
budget of $1,212,327. This is 13.8% more than last year’s proposed budget of $1,065,393. 


Municipal operations are now $893,402, up 2.6% from last years $870,386. In the Budget 
Comparison Chart below you can see at a glance how the budgets have changed over the past 6 
years.

All departments were asked to level fund for the 2010 budget. In some cases, wages (and 
expenses related to wages) were the only increase. Note that the fire engine that was scheduled to 
be replaced in 2010 is not on the Warrant, and there is not yet a timeframe set for replacing that 
engine. Following the Public Budget Hearing the Selectmen increased the allocation for the Fire 
Department by 3.5% from last year’s budget.

Capital Reserve contributions have changed slightly for 2010. This year there are no 
contributions to the Dump Closure fund and the Wildfire Suppression fund. An increase in the 
Bridges & Roads fund contribution was made because of the poor state of repair of many of the 
bridges in town. 


The Tractor/Mower fund has not been funded this year for the second time, due to the mowing 
being contracted out. So far, this seems to be working out well and there are no thoughts of 
reverting to the Town doing the mowing. Capital reserve funding for 2010 is $130,700, up 
13.3% from last years total of $ 115,337. In future years, Capital reserve funding for Fire 
Department equipment may have to increase far more than inflation because of dramatic 
increases in price.

RABIES CLINIC 


An Orford/Fairlee joint “Rabies Clinic” has been scheduled to be held on Wednesday, 
March 17, 2010 between 6:30 — 7:30 pm at the Fairlee Fire Station. This has been 
arranged with the Oxbow Veterinary Clinic of Bradford, VT and the Orford Town Clerk 
will be present. Attendance at this program is not only convenient, but offers these shots 
at a reduced rate. 


Dog and Cat Rabies Vaccine $10.00 
Other vaccines will be available (Lyme $20; DA2PP, SVRCP & SELV $12) 


If people see an animal they suspect of being rabid, contact the Orford Animal Control 
Officer, Orford Police Department or the NH Fish and Game Department. 


RSA 436:99, II-VI requires that all dogs and cats have a rabies vaccine once they reach the age of 3 
months. The first rabies vaccine will be good for only one year, on a young dog or cat, but a two or three- 
year vaccine will be given thereafter. 


Rabies is a viral disease which attacks the central nervous system in mammals including wild animals, pets 
and humans. If untreated it is almost always fatal. Rabies is spread from a bite or contact with the saliva of 
an infected animal. An indication that an animal has rabies is a noted change in behavior, such as loss of 
normal fear of humans or a display of hostile actions. Rabies is impossible to diagnose without a medical 
test that can be done only after the infected mammal is dead. Rabies is preventable. Dogs, cats, horses and 
other domestic animals can be vaccinated against the disease. If the vaccinated pet comes into contact 

with an infected animal, the disease will not spread. However, humans that come into contact with the 
saliva from a rabid animal on their pet can get the disease. If exposed to saliva from any animal which may 
be suspected of carrying rabies, the wound or infected area should be soaked for 10 minutes with soap and 
water prior to going to the emergency room of a hospital.

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SELECTBOARD 


HIGHLIGHTS: 
Paul Goundrey left the Board after a total of 18 years dedicated service. Thanks Paul and 
our very best wishes for the future. 


After extensive consultation and review to protect the town’s interests, completed the 
conservation Easement for the Richmond property on Rt. 10 north (see report of the 
Conservation commission). Also, signed the final lease agreement with the NH fish & 
Game Dept for the new boat landing area. Construction is expected to begin in mid-2010 
after completion of engineering design. 


A NH Dept. of Labor inspection resulted in a long list of deficiencies, specifically 
personnel safety at the town hall, Safety Organization and policies and numerous 
building deficiencies, etc. By year-end, the town is in compliance except for office 
access which will be completed in January, 2010. Thank you to all town employees who 
accepted the challenge and responded in true professional manner. 


Completed purchase of a used bucket loader for the Highway Dept. as authorized in 
2008, contracted the mowing of town property and adopted a rewrite of the Direct 
Assistance/Welfare procedures manual following model guidelines from the Local 
Government Center. 


Completed NIMS (National Incident Management Training) for town officials and 
employees. This is a necessary step to qualify for Federal and State grants for a variety 
of projects including police, Emergency Management, Emergency Operations Center, 
etc. At year-end, such grants requested in 2008 Warrant Article #5 were approved and 
received. These grants covered installation of a generator for the town hall, enhanced 
radio communication for the police dept and updating of town emergency plan and 
Hazardous Mitigation Plan as outlined in Warrant article #5 in 2008. (see separate 
reports of the Emergency Mgmt. Director and Police Dept.) 


Addressed a problem of excessive moisture and mold development in the town hall 
basement by having Tri-State Basements install a complete integrated moisture system of 
vapor barrier, sump pump and dehumidifier. The system appears very successful in 
eliminating this dangerous health problem. 


Budget — At the request of a group of taxpayers, the 2009 town budget was closely 
scrutinized and reduced approximately 8% below 2008. At year-end, total expenditures 
were slightly below budget but by less than in past years. We thank all town employees 
for carefully managing their expenditures while maintaining services within tight limits. 
This budget was termed a “response budget” and, in the Selectmen’s opinion, represents 
savings that cannot be continued long-term without a corresponding reduction in services. 
The tax rate for 2009 was held at the previous level of $3.50/$1000. For 2010, the Board 
has adopted an alternate employee health plan from the same provider to avoid a 16% 
cost increase. 


As the result of a State DOT inspection, the Mousley Bridge was rated at a maximum 
load capacity of 3 ton. Further inspection indicated extensive rehabilitation is not 
practical and it must be rebuilt. A design and cost estimate is being prepared. State 
funding will not be available until 2017 so this will have to be a town undertaking. 
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In Sept., the Selectboard decided to change its meeting schedule from weekly to twice per 
month (2™ and 4” Wednesday) unless business warrants more frequent meetings. This 
schedule has been found practical and will be continued until such time as a change is 
indicated. 


Future needs: Among many other things, the Board feels that special attention must be 
brought to the deteriorating condition of several bridges and major culverts in Orford. In 
addition to the Mousley Bridge cited above, the Archertown and Creamery Road bridges 
are in serious need of repair. A proposal will be made at Town Meeting to significantly 
increase the Capital Reserve allocation to the Bridge and Road Repair capital fund and 
develop a plan for implementation. Road paving will also be presented as a Warrant 
article decision as bridges and roads should be considered by the legislative body as one 
topic. 


POLICE DEPARTMENT 


As I complete my first year as Chief of Police, I am proud to report a number of 
significant improvements to our department. Through NH Highway Safety grants we 
were able to purchase stop sticks for each cruiser. In addition, we were awarded a Car 54 
project grant which afforded us over $14,000 of new equipment for our cruisers at no cost 
to the town. Also, a Homeland Security grant for radio repeaters was approved and the 
repeaters installed. The in-car repeaters, along with the full utilization of the Car 54 
laptop computers, have vastly improved communication for the on-duty officer, thus 
improving officer safety. 


Through NH Highway Safety grants we conducted 88 hours of speed enforcement patrols 
and participated in 36 hours of statewide DWI enforcement patrols, paid for 100% 
through grants. We have been awarded 90 hours of speed enforcement patrols for 2010 
and expect to participate in the DWI patrols as well. 


2009 has been a busy year for our department. We had 2457 Calls for Service, conducted 
1535 Motor Vehicle stops issuing 201 summonses, made 54 arrests and obtained 2 
Indictments and have 3 cases pending presentation to the Grafton County Grand Jury. 


We will continue to make every effort to be diligent in protecting Orford and we ask for 
your help in keeping our town safe. We want to remind residents to lock their homes and 
vehicles and report any suspicious activity immediately.

Another year has come and gone for the Highway Department, thankfully it was pretty 
much uneventful. The snow quit early and mud season was mild. 


Ditches on two-thirds of the roads in town were cleaned, and culverts were replaced as 
needed. Mowing this year saw us spending a little more time and going back further for 
increased visibility. Townshed Road was paved with the money encumbered from 2008.

Unfortunately there has been some vandalism involving 
road signs, any information regarding these thefts would be greatly appreciated.

All in all it was a very good year. We’ve had a lot of assistance from other departments 
and hope our inter-departmental assistance continues to grow.

ORFORD FREE LIBRARY 


The Free Library enjoyed a successful and productive year in 2009. We saw an increase 
in both circulation and patronage. There were 2358 patrons who used the library and 
4558 items were loaned. We thank our librarian, Laurel Fulford, for being receptive to 
the requests and needs of the patrons. Through her efforts, the library’s collection has 
grown and the library is a well used resource for the community. 


The library held many events throughout the year. The programs included: Bedtime 
Story Hours, Sunday Afternoon at the Movies, an evening of Valentine making, the 
summer reading program held in conjunction with the Social Library, a book and bake 
sale, computer question and answer session, pumpkin carving, and the Holiday Open 
House. The ‘Ville Quilters met every other Saturday throughout the year. New babies 
born in town were honored by placing a book in each of their names in our children’s 
collection. In an initiative to encourage energy efficiency, A Kill-A-Watt meter was 
made available to patrons. 


Through the generosity of The Friends of the Orford Libraries, the library has continued 
to improve its facilities. A new heater was installed in the historical/meeting room. This 
has made the entire building a much more comfortable place. Improvements in our 
storage space have also been ongoing. In addition, the Friends have provided passes to 
the Billings Farm and Squam Lake for use by town’s people. We are indebted to The 
Friends for their continued support of the library. 


As always, we appreciate the efforts of the many volunteers who gave their time, energy 
and talents to the library in a variety of tasks. A volunteer reception was held in 
September and a book in honor of each volunteer’s service was added to the library’s 
collection.

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EMERGENCY MANAGEMENT 


The Emergency Management Committee (EMC) has had a very productive year. We 
were awarded a couple of grants that have allowed us too rewrite the towns Hazardous 
Mitigation Plan and The Emergency Operation Plan, purchase and install repeaters in 
both police cruisers to enhance communications during emergencies and to purchase a 
standby generator for the town hall that will house the town’s Emergency Operation 
Center when opened. We also sent members of the EMC to classes to be trained to 
handle different situations. Four members have gone to the States emergency operation 
center and were trained in the use of WEB-EOC. This is a web based program that 
allows us to communicate with the State’s emergency operation center. In the year to 
come, we hope to continue to build the town’s emergency response infrastructure and 
hold a table top exercise to test the plans that we have put in place. We are also 
considering applying for more grants to purchase more generators for town buildings and 
shelters. 


In the event of a town wide or state wide disaster, such as an ice, wind or snow storm, the 
Emergence Management Committee wants to make sure that all of the citizens of Orford 
are cared for. One of the ways that we can do this is by utilizing the resources that the 
state has to offer, but they may be stretched thin or be slow to come due to the magnitude 
of the event. Because of this possibility, the committee is working on making a local 
resource list of items or services that people have that could assist other community 
members. We will have a table set up on town meeting day with emergency 
preparedness information and a form that you can fill out if you want to offer equipment 
or assistance. Some of the things that we are looking for would be heavy equipment, 
chainsaws, generators, people with medical training (MD, RN, Paramedic and even 
animal care) and anything else you may have that could assist during a disaster. 


I hope that all the planning that is being done by the emergency management committee 
will never have to be used, but feel very confident that in the event it has to be utilized, 
Orford’s Emergency Management in coordination with all of the other town departments 
will be able to lessen the impact of a disaster. I would like to thank everyone that has 
assisted in all of the positive progress that has been made in the last year and look 
forward to working with you in the year to come.

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FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


Your Local Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department and the State of New Hampshire Division of Forest & 
Lands work collaboratively to reduce the risk and frequency of wildland fires in New Hampshire. To 
help us assist you, please contact your local Forest Fire Warden or Fire Department to determine if a 
permit is required before doing ANY outside burning. Under State law (RSA 227-L:17) a fire permit is 
required for all outside burning unless the ground is completely covered with snow. The New 
Hampshire Department of Environmental Services also prohibits the open burning of household waste. 
Citizens are encouraged to contact the local fire department or DES at 1-888-498-6868 or 
www.des.state.nh.us for more information. Safe open burning requires diligence and responsibility. 
Help us to protect New Hampshire’s forest resources. For more information please contact the Division 
of Forests & Lands at 603-2771-2214, or online at www.nhdfl.org. 


Spring fire season was unusually short this past year, with wet weather beginning the third week in 
April and lasting virtually all summer long. Consequently both the number of fires and the number of 
acres burned were below the last five year average. Due to state budget constraints, the staffing of our 
statewide system of 16 fire lookout towers was limited to class III or higher fire danger days. Despite 
the reduction in the number of days staffed, our fire lookout towers are credited with keeping most fires 
small and saving several structures this season due to their quick and accurate spotting capabilities. The 
towers fire spotting capability was supplemented this year by contracted aircraft and the Civil Air Patrol 
when fire danger was especially high. Surprisingly the largest single fire this year occurred last 
November during an unusual dry spell, in the northern Coos County town of Clarksville. This fire 
burned 17.1 acres and is presumed to have been caused by a careless hunter. Many homes in New 
Hampshire are located in the wildland urban interface, which is the area where homes and flammable 
wildland fuels intermix. Several of the fires during the 2009 season threatened structures, a constant 
reminder that forest fires burn more than just trees. Homeowners should take measures to prevent a 
wildland fire from spreading to their home. Precautions include keeping your roof and gutter clean of 
leaves and pine needles, and maintaining adequate green space around your home free of flammable 
materials. Additional information and homeowner recommendations are available at www.firewise.org. 


There is no burning without a fire permit. The only time allowed to burn without a fire permit is when 
there is snow that covers all the ground and the wind is not blowing.

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PLANNING BOARD 


Subdivision activity: 
e 3 lot line adjustments, 2 voluntary lot mergers 


2009 saw a continued decline in subdivision activity. There were 3 lot line adjustments 
and 2 voluntary lot mergers approved. The Board used the lull in activity to work with its 
new planning assistant, Vickie Davis, to update the applications for major and minor 
subdivisions, lot line adjustments, and boundary line agreements. The Board also 
updated its by-laws and continued to draft an update to the current subdivision 
regulations. As part of updating the subdivision regulations a subcommittee was formed 
to investigate the creation of a specification for the gravel used to build subdivision 
roads. The Board hopes to approve the update, minus the gravel specification which is 
still being developed, later this winter or early next spring. 


Alan Martin and Harry Osmer were both elected at Town Meeting for 3-year terms and 
the Board appointed Ann Green as an alternate member. We urge more citizens to 
become involved with the Board. There are currently several openings for alternate 
Board members. Alternate members are appointed by the Board for three-year terms, are 
expected to attend all meetings and are very often seated in place of those members who 
are not in attendance. If you are interested in serving as an alternate, please contact one 
of the Board members listed below 


The Board continues to contract with the Upper Valley Lake Sunapee Regional Planning 
Commission (UVLSRPC) in Lebanon for the services of a Planning Assistant. The 
UVLSRPC representative, Vicki Davis, is available to answer applicant’s questions and 
assist in preparing applications. Applicants are strongly encouraged to contact the 
UVLSRPC (603-448-1680) early in the planning process in order to make their 
subdivision go more smoothly.

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Conservation Commission 


The Richmond Conservation Land, given to the Town in memory of Gould Richmond, 
by his wife Hilda, is protected forever with a conservation easement held by the Upper 
Valley Land Trust. This is prime agricultural land, and wildlife habitat, and offers 
Connecticut River frontage. The people of Orford have this to enjoy “as is” forever. We 
thank you, Orford voters, for the vital and overwhelming support that made this possible. 


Money for the Town’s Conservation Fund is provided from the land use change tax 
(LUCT) under state law, RSA 36-A:5. This tax is assessed by the town on owners of 
land when it is taken out of “current use” property tax assessment. The tax is assessed at 
10% of the fair market value of the land area being removed, at the time of the change in 
use. We need the full 100% of this ten per cent to help conserve special places in Orford. 
For example, there was no cost to the Orford taxpayers for the Richmond Easement 
because the OCC was able to pay all the Town Attorney’s fees using money from this 
fund, and the Upper Valley Land Trust received a third party grant for their expenses. 
Please continue your support for the Orford Conservation Commission 


Members of the OCC and the principal owners of the Indian Pond shoreline, watershed, 
and surrounding lands, met in December to discuss the possible future of this magnificent 
area. The landowners have shown a strong community spirit and a history of Best 
Management Practices in reducing development, proving that strong land stewardship 
works for everyone. Indian Pond is unique in New England for its wildness, mountain 
views, and excellent wildlife habitat, town swimming beach and boat ramp. 


The OCC has begun the task of researching and organizing a Natural Resource Inventory 
(NRI) under the direction of The Upper Valley Lake Sunapee Regional Planning 
Commission. This will be a yearlong project, and will involve many to complete this 
State mandated project. 


Water quality testing took place along Jacobs Brook and Archertown Brook with E-coli 
samples taken during June to September showing moderate levels of the bacteria while 
the counts in October were very low. There were no significant peaks of E-coli counts as 
in previous years. Due to OCC budget cuts there was no water testing done on any Orford 
ponds. Testing of the ponds in prior years indicated very good water quality for all the 
important tests. 


Several OCC members hosted a tree and shrub identification walk on Sunday Mountain 
in October 2009. As this report is written, the next informative program is scheduled for 
Feb. 14, 2010, at Bruce and Sarah Schwaegler’s Tree Farm on the shores of Indian Pond. 
Dave Falkenham, Grafton County forester will be the instructor. The OCC hosted a 
presentation by Adair Mulligan, Conservation Director, Connecticut River Joint 
Commissions on a New Water Resources Management Plan that covers the 271-mile 
long Connecticut River, largest in New England, with lots of local information for those 
of us in the Upper Valley section of this river. 


The Orford Conservation Commission is very busy and active. The Commission is 
serving the Town by following the State laws that seek to preserve and protect the natural 
resources here in Orford. We ask for your continued support and participation in our 
meetings and public education series.

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NILES FUND COMMITTEE 


Mrs. Niles and her husband moved to Orford in 1950 and over the years developed 
affection for the town and its residents. The Niles Trust Fund was established in 1990 
following a generous bequest of $50,000 to the Town of Orford made by Mrs. Eleanor 
Niles. In this same year, a warrant article was passed that established a committee to 
recommend how the interest and/or principal should be used. At that time, it was also 
agreed that appropriation of these funds would be made through an article in the annual 
town warrant. Additionally a policy was put in place that only the interest from the fund 
would be made available for dissemination. Since then, and in keeping with Mrs. Niles’ 
civic interests, annual appropriations have been donated to various town organizations 
and individuals for opportunities that otherwise would be unattainable. Mrs. Niles and her 
husband moved to Orford in 1950 and over the years developed affection for the town 
and its residents. Voters passed an annual appropriation of $5000. During the year, we 
are pleased to report that $1000 each was approved to support the Orford Playground 
effort, and the Odyssey of the Mind project of Rivendell Middle School. Also, $500 was 
granted to Rivendell Project Graduation and the sum of $400 to support the senior project 
of an Orford Rivendell student. 


The Committee is in the process of making available information regarding the purpose 
of the Trust Fund and the application procedure on the Town of Orford website. We hope 
this will increase public awareness of the Fund’s annual appropriation as a valuable 
resource for financial support of opportunities that will benefit the town and its residents. 
Applications are also available at the Selectmen’s Office. 


The Committee extends a sincere “thank you” to Tara Mitchell for her commitment and 
serving on the Committee for eight years! Tara tendered her resignation earlier this year. 
In January, the Select Board appointed Sheila Conley, Melinda Ricker and Ann Green to 
serve for the term of one year each.

ANIMAL CONTROL 


The Animal Control Officer responded to 114 animal calls for service in 2009 — 43 being 
domestic animals and 71 being wild animals. 


Even though there were cases of rabid animals in New Hampshire, there have been no 
confirmed cases in Orford. 


It is important that all domestic animals be vaccinated and that all dogs and cats not be 
allowed to roam freely. 


There are pamphlets available at the Orford Post Office and the Orford Town Offices 
about West Nile disease.

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Orford Social Library 


The Orford Social Library has been a “hub” of activity throughout the year. 
Compared to 2008, patron usage increased by 27% and circulation increased by 16%. 
The library provides the latest books, audios and videos, a varied selection of magazines, 
informational services, and a community center for computer use. There was an 
impressive 62% increase in computer access as more wanted to take advantage of the two 
public computers and the available DSL and wireless Internet service. The Interlibrary 
Loan program has also grown and is a valuable resource for patrons to borrow books, and 
other materials from other libraries throughout the state. The library also provided 
meeting space for town committees and organizations and a community site for student 
volunteers. 

Throughout the year, the library hosted monthly book discussions, bi-monthly 
Story Hour for preschool children and book discussions for older youth during the 
summer recess. In collaboration with the Free Library, it promoted the annual summer 
reading program for Orford children and youth using the NH statewide theme. Special 
community-wide events included “Poem on a Postcard” in celebration of poetry month 
featuring an Orford artist, summer Pot Luck picnic, annual Ice Cream Social, a 
presentation by Orford storyteller, Simon Brooks, annual holiday tree trimming and sing- 
a-long, photography exhibits featuring local and Rivendell student talent, and an evening 
community Halloween “trick or treat” site for 27 children. 

In order to be responsive to community needs and interests, this year we 
completed a community wide survey to assess the library services. In response to a high 
interest in more day and evening hours, we changed the schedule effective January 1, 
2010. 

We are very appreciative of a generous gift received from The Friends of the 
Orford Libraries! It was decided to use these funds for the much-needed restoration of the 
second floor Children’s Room and installation of more electrical outlets to accommodate 
an air conditioner and personal laptop computers. The Orford community is very 
fortunate to have a very active Friends organization that supports both libraries. We 
sincerely thank them for their commitment and hard work in promoting our library 
services through their quarterly newsletter and holding fundraisers for library needs that 
are beyond the scope of the annual budget. 

Our goals next year include participation in the “Big Read: NH Reads To Kill A 
Mockingbird sponsored by a grant from the Center for the Book and the NH Humanities 
Council, assessment of building needs that will promote energy efficiency, 
implementation of new library hours, and strengthen all collections including audio and 
video materials. 

We wish to extend a very special recognition to our volunteers, our Librarian 
Sarah Putnam and Ass’t Librarian Nancy Cassel for their dedication and hard work. We 
also thank Valerie Griswold for her many contributions as a Board member and wish her 
much success in her new home in the North Country. Last but not least, we extend a 
sincere “thank you” to the Orford community for its generous support of the library 
services and activities. We look forward to continuing to serve the community and 
welcome suggestions to improve services as well as individuals who may be interested in 
volunteering. .

Stimulus Funds in New Hampshire! 


As of November 4, 2009, $579,305,870 has been allocated in New Hampshire in nine 
areas: business/community; education; employment; energy; health; housing; safety; 
technology and transportation. Of that $181,463,876 went to Council District One towns 
and cities and the counties of Belknap, Carroll, Coos, Grafton and Sullivan. 


Governor Lynch has now submitted the New Hampshire Transportation Plan to the New 
Hampshire House and Senate. Highways/bridges, rail, aviation and public projects are 
among the proposed recommendations. Contact your local State Senator and Legislators 
for details about what projects you believe to be key ones for your region. 


As Councilor, I do not see new revenues being raised in New Hampshire State 
Government. With the decline in existing revenues leading to cut backs in services, only 
time will determine what the law making branch has in mind for new dollars. Keep in 
close touch with your local State Senator and Legislator to make sure costs are NOT 
passed on to county and local government.

Grafton County Senior Citizens Council, Inc. is a private nonprofit organization that 
provides programs and services to support the health and well being of our older citizens. 
The Council’s programs enable elderly individuals to remain independent in their own 
homes and communities for as long as possible. 


The Council operates eight senior centers in Plymouth, Littleton, Canaan, Lebanon, 
Bristol, Orford, Haverhill and Lincoln, and sponsors the Grafton County ServiceLink 
Resource Center and the Retired and Senior Volunteer Program and Volunteer Center 
(RSVP). Through the centers, ServiceLink and RSVP, older adults and their families take 
part in a range of community-based long-term services including home delivered meals, 
congregate dining programs, transportation, elder care, chore/home repair services, 
recreational and educational programs, and volunteer opportunities. 


During 2009, 68 older residents of Orford were served by the Council’s programs offered 
through the Orford, Horse Meadow and Upper Valley Senior Centers, as well as the adult 
in-home care program. Older adults from Orford enjoyed 660 balanced meals in senior 
dining rooms, 2,723 hot meals delivered to their homes and 541 hours of assistance. 
Orford’s citizens also volunteered to put their talents and skills to work for a better 
community through 741 hours of volunteer service. The cost to provide Council services 
to Orford residents in 2009 was $44,956.93. 


Grafton County Senior Citizens Council very much appreciates Orford’s support for our 
programs that enhance the independence and dignity of older citizens and enable them to 
meet the challenges of aging in the security and comfort of their own communities and 
homes.

Upper Valley Lake Sunapee Regional Planning Commission 


It has been an exciting year that has availed new opportunities for the Upper Valley lake 
Sunapee Regional Planning Commission (Commission). 


Municipal and County dues continue to be a decreasing percentage of the Commission’s 
overall budget as we continue to build the capacity of the organization. For the first time 
in its history, the Commission passed a budget last June for over 1 million in projects. 
However, dues remain a vital resource for three primary reasons. First, in fiscal year 
2010 municipal and county dues will enable the Commission to leverage more than 
$450,000 in federal and state funding sources that will provide services and local projects 
throughout the region. Second, dues allows the Commission to be available for technical 
assistance for inquiries regarding new legislation, planning board and other board 
procedural assistance, demographic research, funding source notification, ordinance and 
local regulations assistance. We are able to use portions of dues to bring regional 
programs to assist communities in decision-making. In the past year, with the assistance 
of Program Committee, the Commission has provided educational forums on the new 
Comprehensive Shoreland Projection Act, energy programs available to communities and 
webcasts through the American Planning Association. Third, the Commission receives 
approximately $23,000 each year from the Office of Energy and Planning. This is the 
only state funding the Commission receives to provide technical assistance to the 27 
communities within the region. With the exception of dues all other funding sources are 
project specific and do not afford the Commission the flexibility to assist communities 
when they inquire about local issues.

In 2009 the Upper Valley River Subcommittee produced a new and expanded 
Connecticut River Recreation Management Plan and a Water Resources Management 
Plan, and sponsored a number of presentations, including one at the Rivendell Middle 
School, to acquaint the public with our findings. Each plan represents many months of 
work and of reaching consensus among people a wide variety of interest. The resulting 
plans include extensive detail about the condition and health of the river. 


The Water Resources Plan emphasizes the environmental and economic benefits of 
keeping floodplains free of development and of encouraging the growth of natural 
vegetation along riverbanks to keep them stable, block debris, shade the water, and filter 
pollutants from runoff. We encourage towns to consider our recommendations when 
updating town plans and revising zoning ordinances. 


Landowners planning projects near water should check first with their town office to see 
if a state or local permit is needed. We urge all anglers and boaters to clean their gear 
carefully to avoid spreading Didymo and other invasive plants and animals. 


While the Subcommittee is advisory and has no regulatory authority, it provides valuable 
information and assistance on projects near the river to towns and landowners, and to the 
New Hampshire and Vermont state governments. Advice on bank erosion and how to 
obtain permits for work near the river, information about Didymo, plus the new 
management plans, and much more can be found at www.crjc.org.

CONNECTICUT RIVER JOINT COMMISSIONS 


In 2009 the Connecticut River Joint Commissions (CRJC) published a major atlas of the 
upper Connecticut River watershed, "Where the Great River Rises", and provided 
complimentary copies to the Rivendell School and both Orford libraries. We continued to 
conduct water quality monitoring on a section of the river thought to be affected by 
combined sewer overflows. Bacteria counts violated state standards for swimming in only 
one sample this summer. 


In our bi-state meetings, we considered issues ranging from the economics of farmland 
conservation to the Northern Forest Center's Sustainable Economy Initiative. 

In October, we hosted Governors Lynch and Douglas on a bi-state tour of the northern 
river valley. 


Through the Connecticut River Byway, CRJC works with communities, businesses and 
the states to strengthen the local base for heritage tourism. In 2009, we updated the 
Byway Map and Guide and a major exhibit, "Visit the Byway" at www.ctrivertravel.net. 


Appointed by the legislatures of New Hampshire and Vermont, the Connecticut River 
Joint Commissions welcome the public to our meetings on the last Monday of every other 
month.

Services are provided to all in need 
regardless of ability to pay. Between July 1, 2008 and June 30, 2009, the VNA & Hospice made 
1,595 homecare visits to 61 Orford residents. This is a 60% increase in the number of residents 
served. The VNA & Hospice provided approximately $39,251 in uncompensated care to Orford 
residents. 


Home HealthCare: 1,290 home visits to residents with short-term medical or physical needs. 


Long-term Care: 89 home visits to residents with chronic medical problems who needed extended 
care in their home to avoid admission to a nursing home. 


Hospice Services: 27 home visits to residents who were in the final stages of their lives. 


Maternal and Child Health Services: 145 home visits to residents for well baby, preventative and 
high-tech medical care. 


Family Support Services: 44 home visits to families for parenting and child development support. 


Additionally, residents made visits to VNA & Hospice community clinics for foot care, blood 
pressure screenings, cholesterol] testing and flu shots. 


Orford’s annual appropriation helps the VNA & Hospice meet the demand for quality home 
healthcare, and to ensure that all who qualify for services will always be able to receive them. On 
behalf of the people we serve, we thank you for your continued support.

RIVENDELL CONSERVATION EASEMENT MANAGEMENT COMMITTEE 


In 1999, as part of a larger purchase of land by the Rivendell School District, an 
agreement was reached to conserve the 8-acre open field and hedgerow to the north of the 
existing school property in Orford, together with its adjacent 5-acre wooded hillside, by 
granting a conservation easement to the Upper Valley Land Trust. This land will remain 
permanently undeveloped, thereby helping to ensure the area's rural appearance by 
protecting scenic views and maintaining a buffer between the conserved land and 
buildings on the school campus. At the same time, Rivendell, as the property owner, 
retained valuable rights for certain underground, out-of-sight uses for part of the open 
field, as well as for educational use of the wooded hillside. 


In 2009, the Management Committee for the Rivendell conservation easement consisted 
of two members appointed by the Rivendell School Board (Ruth Cserr and Bruce 
Schwaegler) and two members appointed by the Orford Board of Selectmen (Ann Green 
and Carl Schmidt). Serving as ex officio members of the committee were Gail Keiling, 
Rivendell's Head of Schools, and Gary Collins, Rivendell's Director of Operations. 


During 2009, the Management Committee continued to monitor activities on the 
conserved land on behalf of the Rivendell School District and in accordance with the Ten 
Year Management Plan that was adopted in the previous year. The Plan specifies goals 
and objectives for maintaining the 13-acre property, including the forested area at the east 
end of the easement, the wooded hedgerows along the edges of the open field, and the 
eight acres of open fields. The Plan provides that the fields are to be maintained for 
traditional agricultural uses and sets out as a long-term goal the use of organic farming 
methods. 


Under the terms of a three-year lease (which is due to expire in 2010), Orford's River 
Valley Farm again in 2009 grew corn on the upper and lower areas of the open field. In 
addition, the Management Committee welcomed the work that the Rivendell Middle 
School Environmental Club began, under the leadership of Science Teacher Teddy 
Valencia-Reichert, to study and eventually take part in removal of several species of 
invasive plants currently found within the conserved land. This activity directly supports 
the objective of using this community resource to foster learning and promote 
understanding and appreciation of land conservation for the public ‘benefit.

In FY 2009, West Central Behavioral Health received an appropriation of $1,155 from 
the Town of Orford. We are grateful for this appropriation that enabled us to provide free 
or reduced cost mental and behavioral health services to residents of Orford who are 
uninsured or underinsured. We are committed to making quality mental health services 
available regardless of ability to pay to all communities in our service areas and are 
asking the cities and towns we serve to help us sustain that commitment to many of our 
most vulnerable neighbors. In order to achieve this goal we are requesting a FY 2010 
appropriation of $1,155. 


West Central Behavioral Health is the NH designated Community Mental Health Center 
for Orford, as well as Sullivan and Southern Grafton Counties. Our mission is “to 
promote, preserve, and strengthen the mental health and quality of life for individuals and 
their communities through the delivery of integrated, comprehensive services”. Our 
consumers suffer from a range of disorders and illnesses: life threatening severe, chronic 
mental illness such as psychosis, schizophrenia, and bipolar disorder; all forms of 
addiction, as well as anxiety, depression, divorce or relationship related stress, and other 
impairing but highly treatable conditions. We work with all ages in outpatient clinics, 
homes, nursing homes, schools, and residential supported living programs, offering a 
broad variety of counseling, psychiatric services, case management and emergency 
consultations. 


Some of the services provided to residents of Orford last year include: 


O 4 Orford children and their families received 134 hours of therapy at our 
Lebanon Counseling Center, 85 Mechanic Street. 


O 3 Orford adults received 81 hours of therapy. 


Our request of $1,155 helps us to continue to serve all Orford residents who request our 
services whether or not they can pay our full costs.
